O O L IV IA claims Antonio Jose dc 
Sucre for its greatest national 
hero, but Venezuela, Colombia and 
Ecuador also pay philatelic hom­ 
age to this Latin-Ajnerican patriot, 
Simon Bo h var’s right-hand man. 
Bolivia has kept Sucre’s portrait 
on stamps since 1897. The stamp 
above is a 1913 issue.
